FECAUSK of low earnings, the tele- 


phone company has found it necessary 
to ask the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission for permission to increase rates 
for local service in the 68 exchanges 
the company serves and on long dis- 
tance calls within the state. 


We would "rather not have to take 


this step, but in the interest of furnish- 
ing the people of Missouri with the im- 
proved and expanded telephone service 
>they want and need, there is no other 
course. 


Mor« of everything 
but earning* 
The telephone company 
"profitless prosperity.' With 
tion, it has more of everything. More 
telephones . . . more calls . , , more in- 
vestment . . . more employees . . . more 
\evenues . . . more expenses. The only ex- 
ception is earnings, which despite the recent 
rate increase are inadequate to attract the 
millions of dollars wo will have to raise in 
order to give the people of this state the 
kind and amount of service they want and 
need. Here's why. 


The telephone company has to install im- 


mense quantities of new telephone plant at 
the higher level of postwar prices. People 
want service when they order it, ami tho 
telephone company has to do its best to 
supply it. 


For each telephone gained last year in 


Missouri—and the equipment behind it—tho 
company had to invest .$355. Before the war 
investment per telephone was $260.

So it is that high costs of operation and 


additions of huge quantities of new tele- 
phone plant installed at tho higher postwar 
levels have combined to produce the low 
earnings now being experienced in Missouri. 


Now tho company must attract millions 


of dollars of new investment money to keep 
pace with the telephone requirements of the 
people in this growing state. There arc 
17,000 people waiting for service and we re- 
ceive nearly 7,500 new orders a month. Al- 
so, 110,000 customers have asked for indi- 
vidual or two-party lines. 


$25,000,000 in improvements 
•re scheduled 
We have spent 78 million dollars since tho 
war in a huge construction program. Wo 
have been able to give service to more peo- 
ple by increasing the number of telephones; 
in service from 603,000 to 804,000 - a gain 
of one third. We have an additional 26 mil- 
lion dollars' worth of construction projects

Many businesses can depend on prof- 


Its to meet a large part of the capital re- 
quired for growth. But the earnings of 
the telephone company are never great 
enough to permit this practice, and tho 
bulk of the money required for plant 
additions can come only from investors 
savings.

Telephone rates up much !•»» 
than cost of living 
Although tho cost of living began t* 


riso in 1941 and has increased by about 61 
per cent, it was not ijnt.il early this year that 
an increase in telephone rates was granted. 
This was the first general increase in nearly 
30 years and resulted in a 6 per cent in- 
crease in revenues—about one tenth of tho 
rise in the cost of living. 


That Increase was based largely on rev- 


enues and expenses experienced in the latter 
part of 1947. Costs have gone up substantial- 
ly since then, so that the increase in earn- 
ings expected at that time cannot IMS realized.' 


Nevertheless, the company has gone ahead 


with its construction program. It has don« 
*o in tho belief that the public wishes it to 
do so and will be willing to pay the mod- 
erately higher rates needed to carry out tho 
program.
